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Devoted family man 
dies in bale accident 



On the 
road to 
going 
green 

HIGHWAYS are getting 
greener across 
Cambridgeshire as new 
environmentally friendly 
methods are used to 
look after our roads. 
Equipment from hot 
boxes which keep 
resurfacing material 
warm to machines that 
will recycle old road 
surfaces is being used 
and now councillors 
have been looking at 
what else is on offer. 
They were joined by 
council staff and 
representatives of 
Atkins, which together 
provide highway services 
in Cambridgeshire. 
Among the equipment 
demonstrated at a 
“green day” at Witchford 
depot last week were an 
asphalt recycler, a 
crusher which converts 
concrete and rubble into 
sub-base material for 
roads, and a screen like 
a giant sieve which sorts 
material of different sizes 
rather than it being 
dumped in landfill.

THE heartbroken 
wife of a man 
killed by a falling 
straw bale at a 
power station last 
week has paid 
tribute to her 
husband. 

Gary Darnell, 53, 
died instantly when 
he was hit by a bale as 
he unloaded straw at 
the Elean Power 
Station in Sutton. 

He had been married to 
his wife, Yvonne, for 34 
years and their son had to 
break the news of his death 
just an hour after he was 
killed. 

Mrs Darnell, 55, said: “I 
was expecting my husband 
to come home, but now he’s 
never coming back. I can’t 
believe it. 

“He was absolutely 
devoted to his children and 
grandchildren and he loved 
his family so much. He was 
always there for us and 
we’re now here for each 
other. 

“Gary was working with 
his cousin when the 
accident happened and he 
died doing a job he loved. It 
took three men to lift the 
bale off him. Our only 
consolation is that Gary 
would have been devastated 
to have been paralysed.

“He was never still and 
was always doing some¬ 
thing. He used to like to go 
on holiday to north Norfolk 
or visit his grandchildren.” 

Mr Darnell, who lived in 
Barway, was born in 
Isleham into a farming 
family and attended Soham 
Village College, before 
joining Soham trucking 
firm, Turner’s, where he 
made many friends. 

He was working as a 
driver for independent 
haulage firm Eastern 
Landworks when he was 
killed at the power plant. 

His funeral will take 
place at Bury St Edmunds 
Crematorium tomorrow 
and his family will hold a 
memorial gathering in

Fordham for his friends at a later date. 

He is survived by his wife and three 
children, Lee, 33, Jamie, 31, and Nikki, 
30, as well as four grandchildren. 

Mr Darnell’s neighbour, Chris Eagle, 
also paid tribute to his friend, saying: 
“He was a hard-working and helpful 
guy. If he saw me doing anything, he 
would be round like a shot to help.” 

Mr Darnell’s death is being 
investigated by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE), whose officers have 
visited the accident site. 

Coroner David Osborne opened and 
adjourned an inquest into his death at 
Wisbech on Friday. 

Eddie Wilkinson, chief executive of 
Energy Power Resources (EPR), which 
owns the straw-burning electricity 
station, said: “I would like to express 
my sympathies to the family of the man 
involved.” 

Elean Power Station, which burns 
200,000 tonnes of straw a year, is one of 
five power stations owned by EPR, 
which produce around 10 per cent of 
the UK’s renewable energy.

City says goodbye 
to plastic bags 


Green initiative will be 
‘great for environment’

MORE than 5,000 free 
reusable shopping bags 
will handed out next 
month as Ely becomes 
one of the first ‘plastic 
bag free’ cities in Britain. 

The innovative scheme will 
see shoppers receive a special¬ 
ly-designed cloth bag, bearing a 
“Make Ely Greener” logo, 
when they visit checkouts 
across the city. 

It has been organised by the 
civic group, The City of Ely 
Perspective, which has ob¬ 
tained £5,000 sponsorship from 
shops in Ely, including super¬ 
markets Waitrose and Tesco, to 
launch the ground-breaking 
project on Friday, October 24. 

The group believes the 
scheme will eliminate the use 
of more than one million 
plastic bags in the historic 
cathedral city each year. 

Philip Eden, chairman of Ely 
Perspective, said: “It won’t cost 
the taxpayer a penny as we’ve 
raised the money from 
sponsorship. 

“We’ll be asking shoppers if 
they want to exchange their 
plastic bag for a cloth bag and 
we hope they’ll reuse them in 
the future. 


“It will be fantastic for the 
environment as almost all 
plastic carrier bags end up in 
landfill or littering our 
beautiful countryside. 

“But it will also benefit 
smaller shops too, who notice 
the cost of providing plastic 
bags much more than the 
larger stores. If we can get 
more people using these bags, 
it will help support these 
independent shops. 

“It’s also a good way to 
promote our city. The bags have 
a distinctive Ely logo and if we 
can spread the word about the 
city, we can bring more people 
back into the city centre. 

“We’ve been talking to Tesco 
and Waitrose and they’ve said 
they’ll look at the success of 
the scheme and see if they can 
adopt some of the initiatives of 
the Make Ely Greener scheme, 
so it could have an impact away 
from the city.” 

If the scheme is successful, it 
could stop about 1.08 million 
plastic bags heading from Ely 
shops to landfill each year by 
replacing the 218 bags used 


yearly by the average UK 
shopper. 

If the bags are used 
throughout their three-year 
lifespan, that figure could 
treble. 

Research shows the typical 
supermarket carrier bag has 
an average lifespan of just 20 
minutes before it is thrown 
away. Only two per cent of bags 
of the 13 billion bags handed 
out each year in the UK are 
reused and take around 1,000 
years to biodegrade. 

Several towns and cities 
across the UK have already 
dramatically cut their plastic 
bag use by offering the 
reusable bags to shoppers, 
while Tesco claim to have 
reduced the number of plastic 
bags by one billion from three 
billion since it began offering 
the reusable bags. 

This year’s Budget also saw 
the Government introduce a 
green levy on the plastic bags, 
while several supermarkets, 
including the Co-op, Marks & 
Spencer and Aldi have already 
introduced charges for bags.

Callum’s Scout 
leaders from 
Haddenham took a 
turn round the farm. 
The money will go to 
help cancer patients 
at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

Callum’s mum Sally, 
said everyone was 
delighted to have 
beaten Callum’s 
target of £5,000. 

She said: “We 
walked all night - 
everybody was stiff 
sore and tired, but 
Callum’s gone to 
school pleased with 
himself - it’s given 
him a boost.”

Demolition plan 
back on agenda 


DISMAYED residents 
have condemned new 
plans to bulldoze their 
homes and replace them 
with flats. 

People living in Walsingham 
Way and West Fen Road, Ely, 
celebrated earlier this year 
when planners threw out the 
plans by Hereward Housing to 
redevelop their housing estate 
with flats. 

But there was anger last 
week when it emerged the 
much-criticised plans have 
been revived by the housing 
association and will be re¬ 
submitted for approval to East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil in November. 

It follows a three-year battle 
against the plans, which 
originally included proposals to 
bulldoze nearly the whole of 
Walsingham Way and replace it 
with 170 flats. 

Leading campaigners have 
admitted Hereward could

finally succeed with the contro¬ 
versial plans. 

Mac Knott, 70, of Walsing¬ 
ham Way, one of the cam¬ 
paigners fighting the scheme, 
said: “There are still things 
going on in the background - 
people are writing letters and 
will continue to speak out 
against these plans. 

“We will never give up - we 
do not want a mini housing 
estate on the edge of Walsing¬ 
ham Way. 

“We are fighting on for 
everyone else in the street - we 
do not want this full stop.” 

Grandmother-of-three Hazel 
Goodge, 82, whose house in 
Walsingham Way was one of 
the 11 homes under threat, said: 
“I would have been devastated 
if I had had to move. This is my 
home and I could not imagine 
living anywhere else. 

“None of us want to move, 


but I’m only a tenant, so there 
is not much I could do to stop 
them. 

“It's a lovely neighbourhood, 
with beautiful gardens, hedges 
and trees, and I think they 
should keep it as it is.” 

Councillor Sheila Friend- 
Smith, who has brokered talks 
between leaseholders and 
Hereward, said: “The plans 
haven’t changed that much - it 
still involves demolition of 
people’s properties and that is 
very sad. 

“You still have a new develop¬ 
ment mixed with older houses 
and I don’t think the two mix 
very well. 

“Lots of elderly people do not 
want to move at this point in 
their lives, so I will continue to 
support them in the campaign.” 

Hereward Housing was 
unable to comment on the new 
plans, but will issue a 
statement at a later date.

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‘Sad day’ as three 
P.O.s face the axe

ANGRY postmasters 
have hit out at the 
decision to shut three 
post offices in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

The branches at St John’s 
Road, Ely, Hall Street, in 
Soham, and Little Downham, 
were among the 22 post offices 
in Cambridgeshire that will 
face the axe in plans announ¬ 
ced by Post Office Ltd last 
week. 

It follows a spirited campaign 
to save the three branches, 
which saw 12,000 readers of our 
sister paper the Cambridge 
News sign a petition opposing 
the closures. 

However, only one of the 
threatened branches - Great 
Gransden, near Sandy, in 
Huntingdonshire - has been 
spared. 

Tracey-Anne Devine, post¬ 
mistress at Ely’s St John’s Road 
branch, condemned the closure 
of her business, which serves 
more than 1,000 customers a 
week. 

She said: “It’s a really sad 
day for Ely. We are losing a 
popular and well-liked service 
that has been a focal point for 
the community for many years. 

“I feel totally fed up with the 
whole so-called ‘consultation’ 
period, in which we put 
forward a good case to stay 
open. I feel it was a done deal 
from the start - a complete 
waste of time.

“I feel sorry for my 
customers, who are often quite 
elderly and have trouble getting 
into town.” 

The branch will stay open 
until January to allow the 
city’s remaining post office in 
High Street to increase its 
staffing levels and sort out 
problems with queuing and 
service. 

But South East Cambridge¬ 
shire MP Jim Paice questioned 
whether service in the High 
Street branch would improve 
in three months. 

He said: “They are supposed 
to have been sorting out the 
service at this branch for years, 
so I don’t have any faith that 
they will do much in this short 
time. 

“For a city with a population 


approaching 20,000 people, I 
don’t think one inadequate post 
office is enough. 

“I am very disappointed that 
they have gone ahead with 
these closures. I thought both 
the Soham and Ely branches 
made a good case to stay open, 
although I think it was a fait 
accompli. 

“The Post Office said it was 
closing 2,500 post offices, so the 
writing was on the wall. 

“But this doesn’t make it any 
more acceptable as thousands 
of people, including many 
elderly and vulnerable 
pensioners, will now see a drop 
in service.” 

Saj Munir, who has managed 
Soham’s Hall Street branch for 
seven years, added: “I am very 
upset about the news, but I am 
going to keep the shop going as 
a convenience store for a year 
and will then take a decision on 
its future. 

“My customers have been 
brilliant and I am very grateful 
for their support.” 

Customers at Little Down- 
ham have complained closure 
of their village branch will 
cause them major inconven¬ 
ience, despite the introduction 
of a mobile post office for 15 
hours a week on a trial basis. 

It follows news the village’s 
main bus service, the 125, is set 
to be axed by Cambridgeshire 
County Council, which claims 
it can no longer afford the 
£36,000-a-year subsidy for the 
“under-used” route.

ANGLIAN Water faces 
sentence at crown court 
after magistrates referred 
the case involving four 
illegal discharges from its 
Newmarket sewage treat¬ 
ment works to the court.

Angela Morriss, prosecuting for 
the Environment Agency, said the 
first breach was in January 2006 
when the level of ammonia dis¬ 
charged in Newmarket to the No 1 
Public Drain was twice the 
absolute level allowed. 

It was also established the then 
manager of the site - later sacked 
by Anglian Water for “gross 
misconduct” - had tried to cover

up the problem. 

Miss Morriss said: “The man¬ 
ager’s response was to collect a log 
book that was capable of being 
falsified, not only to falsify it him¬ 
self but to cajole other employees 
to falsify it. 

“But for a combination of 
agency officers’ testing and a 
whistleblower, senior management 
would not have been aware of what 
was happening.” 

While the incident was under 
investigation, there was a dis¬ 
charge of sewage effluent into No 1 
Public Drain on July 27, 2006, 
which affected the River Snail as 
far as Soham. 

This spillage was at Category 1 
on the Agency’s four-point scale, 
the most serious type of breach, 


and the river would need six to 12 
months to recover. 

Miss Morriss said: “There was a 
large fish kill, over 1,200 fish. This 
was a case where alarms going off 
were ignored.” 

A third charge related to another 
breach of the ammonia levels, this 
time almost twice the absolute 
limit in September 2006, when, 
Miss Morriss said, “alarms again 
were ignored.” 

She said each of the three 
charges could carry a £20,000 fine 
and the agency claimed £25,100 
costs. 

She added the company had 
appeared in court 84 times since 
1990 on charges relating to pollu¬ 
tion. 

Anglian Water asked the court to 
take into consideration a fourth 
offence on April 13 this year when 
ammonia levels were again 
exceeded - and it emerged an 


ammonia alarm installed after the 
first three incidents had been 
switched off because it was not 
working. 

Mark Harris, mitigating, said 
Anglian Water had pleaded guilty 
at the earliest opportunity and 
apologised for the incidents. 

He said after the treatment 
works manager was sacked, the log 
book system was changed and an 
operative “made a mistake” 
leading to the sewage discharge. 

He said the company had since 
invested £100,000 at the treatment 
works, installed an ammonia 
alarm and procedures had been 
tightened up. 

Presiding magistrate David 
Hooley said magistrates’ powers 
were insufficient to deal with such 
serious charges and the case was 
sent to Ipswich Crown Court for 
sentence at a date to be set.

Hospital U-turn on smoking ban 


STUBBORN patients 
who refuse to stop 
smoking outside wards 
have forced Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital to 
rethink a smoking ban 
across its site. 

Addenbrooke’s may 
introduce covered out¬ 
door shelters in a bid to 
“address the contin¬ 
uous problem of pat¬ 
ients and visitors smok¬ 
ing outside the hospital 
entrances”. 

The hospital wants to 
stay largely smoke-free 


while showing “com¬ 
passion” to patients 
and visitors “during 
times of stress”. 

In August 2007, 
Addenbrooke’s went 
further than most NHS 
trusts by banning 
patients, visitors and 
staff from smoking on 
any part of its site. But 
later that month, it was 
revealed that many 
were flouting the ban. 

Ruth St John-Mur- 
phy, Addenbrooke’s 
director of communi¬ 


cations, said in a report 
for the hospital govern¬ 
ors: “Staff compliance 
has been good but it has 
been difficult to stop 
patients and visitors 
from smoking outside 
the buildings, many of 
whom congregate at 
the main entrance. This 
sends out a message to 
others that smoking is 
tolerated on the site.” 

Mrs St John-Murphy 
also said that the site 
“will continue to be 
promoted as ‘smoke 


free’ but will include 
the rider ‘with the 
exception of designated 
external smoking 
areas”. 

Addenbrooke’s will 
discuss with staff 
whether they want to 
be allowed to smoke on 
site, in which case 
additional shelters 
would be provided. 

The final decision on 
whether to bring in 
shelters will be made 
by the Addenbrooke’s 
directors.

THOUSANDS of relay runn¬ 
ers passed the baton during 
Cambridge’s biggest ever 
Chariots of Fire race. 

Sunday’s event saw 2,500 ent¬ 
rants pound the course, with 
supporters flocking to Queens’ 
Green to cheer them on. After a 
record number of teams signed up 
this year, organisers are hopeful 
they will beat last year’s £75,000. 

The money will be divided 
between two local charities - Red 
Balloon and Romsey Mill, which 
both support young people. 

Doug Richard, Patron of Red 
Balloon, kicked off the event. The 
Dragons’ Den favourite, who lives 
in Cambridge, said: “I think it’s a 
great event and every step is 
another pound towards charity

The Glassworks A team took top 
spot in 48 minutes 25 seconds, beat¬ 
ing the record they set last year. 

Will Daniels, who headed up the 
team, said: “It feels lovely to win - 
on a day like this it’s perfect.” 

Cambridge University’s Hare 
and Hounds team came second, in 
51 minutes 22 seconds. 

The Bassingbourn Army Train¬ 
ing Regiment’s A team were third, 
in on 55 minutes 2 seconds. 

Granta Housing Society were 
last, after two hours and 10 min¬ 
utes, but won the People’s Prize. 


Rob Buttigieg, from Arcadis, ran 
the race dressed as a giant moose. 

He said: “I thought it would help 
raise the profile a bit. It’s all for fun 
and for charity and I thought that it 
would be a bit different.” 

Rowers turned to runners as 
Julie Murphy, from Cambridge’s 
Champion of the Thames rowing 
team, said: “The Chariots of Fire 
race is the highlight of our 
summer. We worked really hard to 
get fit for this.” 

Julie Herron, finance director of 
Episys, ran the race for one of the 
organisation’s teams, despite 
giving birth only five weeks ago. 

She said: “I ran slowly, but I got 


around, as I wanted to put on a 
good show for our old coach Mike 
Vogel, who died recently 

“Episys were the top women’s 
team in the race last year. This 
year the new team, Episys Team 
Vogel, ran in his memory and were 
the second women’s team, behind 
Cambridge University Hare and 
Hounds Girls, which is a great 
achievement.” 

The race was organised by finan¬ 
cial and business advisers Grant 
Thornton UK LLP and solicitors 
Hewitsons and backed by our 
sister paper, the Cambridge News. 

Race director Charles Hewitson 
said: “It was a fantastic event this 


year with a record number of 
teams. It was also an excellent 
autumn day and we hope to have 
raised lots of money for these 
charities.” 

The honorary president of 
Chariots of Fire, Michael Marshall, 
chairman and chief executive of 
Marshall of Cambridge, joined Mr

TRADERS have 
welcomed the first 
visible signs of 
building work on 
an “eyesore”, 
which they claim 
has wrecked part 
of Ely’s historic 
conservation area 
for almost two 
years. 

Since the old green¬ 
grocers store was 
pulled down in March 
2007, the corner of 
Market Street and 
High Street Passage 
has been dominated by 
the large metal hoard¬ 
ings surrounding the 
empty building site. 

Despite sporadic 
bouts of activity at the 
site, there has been 
little evidence of pro¬ 
gress from owner John 
Borland until last 
week when a steel 
building frame was 
erected by builders. 

There are now hopes 
that the rate of work 
on the city centre site 
will gather pace and 


the much-criticised 
hoardings will finally 
disappear from the 
once-picturesque shop¬ 
ping district. 

John Skipper, a 
partner in A10 Taxis, 
in Market Street, gave 
a cautious welcome to 
the start of building 
work. 

He said: “We’re very 
pleased the work is 
going ahead, although 
there is a long way to 
go before it’s finished. 

“However, we can 
now see where the 
actual building will be 
built and how far those 
hoardings have been 
encroaching onto the 
pavement for the past 
18 months. 


“It shows how need¬ 
less it was to have 
those massive hoard¬ 
ings blocking off High 
Street Passage for all 
this time. 

“All we wanted was 
for Mr Borland to 
move them back to the 
boundary of his 
property until the 
building work started. 

“We could under¬ 
stand the health and 
safety reasons for 
having extra space 
when the builders are 
there, but why did he 
need that room when 
nothing was happen¬ 
ing? 

“I think it’s time for 
Mr Borland to apolo¬ 
gise to us.” 


site 


The start of building 
work is the latest part 
of the Market Street 
saga which began 
when the former 
greengrocers closed in 
2003. After the 
property had lain 
derelict for four years, 
Mr Borland was 
eventually forced to 
tear it down and 
surround it with the 
metal fencing. 

Shopkeepers have 
claimed the massive 
hoardings have cost 
them thousands of 
pounds of business by 
blocking off the view 
of High Street Passage 
from Market Street, 
while A10 Taxis have 
also lost their main 
taxi rank from the 
move. 

Mr Borland, who 
refuses to speak to the 
Weekly News, agreed 
earlier this year to 
make monthly pro¬ 
gress reports to East 
Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council about the 
site, but planning 
officers are powerless 
to take enforcement 
action against him as 
he has three years to 
complete the work.

ONE of the world’s top 
cellists will lead the Ely 
Sinfonia in a performance 
of Elgar’s acclaimed string 
concerto next week.

Return of credit 
will help market 


THE housing market is 
predicted to recover in 
2010 due to strong 
underlying fundam¬ 
entals, according to 
leading real estate 
adviser, Atisreal. 

With underlying demand for 
housing still exceeding supply, 
and the Bank of England likely 
to cut interest rates within a 
few months, credit lending 
should recover and the housing 
market should then gradually 
improve, Atisreal has said. 

The Housing and Economy 
report was put together with 
Professor Patrick Minford, 
former economic adviser to 
Margaret Thatcher and 
current academic at Cardiff 
Business School. 

Professor Minford explains 


the forecasts: “The fund¬ 
amentals of the housing 
market are still strong so what 
we have in fact is a slightly 
unreal situation. 

“Credit lending has frozen 
but there is still very much a 
demand for housing. 

“At some point, the credit 
market is going to come back 
and then we will see a recovery 
in the housing market as 
lending again is available.” 

“The situation that we have 
now is that people without 
substantial collateral simply 
cannot borrow. This is a 
temporary situation which has 
made the market slow and 
house prices fall but I must 
stress that this is temporary. In 
time credit and competition 
between lenders for customers 
will return.” 


Brian McLeish, development 
and residential director at 
Atisreal, comments: “Despite 
widespread negative feeling, 
we must not forget that house 
prices are still more than one 
third higher than they were 
five years ago. 

“We are forecasting that this 
‘downturn’ - and we are not 
calling it a crash as this is 
vastly over-exaggerated - will 
last for another year.” 

Brian continues: “The trend 
in house prices has, for the 
past 20 years, been one of real 
growth - a factor that most 
current commentators have 
tended to ignore. What we are 
seeing now is simply an 
historical cycle which has 
moved either side of an overall 
upward trend.”

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Change in Stamp 
Duty a big help

RECENT weeks have seen 
the Government ann¬ 
ounce a raft of measures 
aimed at helping the 
housing market, and 
particularly first-time 
buyers. 

Nigel Chapman, mortgage 
broker at Russell Residential 
Financial, comments on these 
changes. 

The most significant and 
eyecatching change has been 
the increase in the Stamp Duty 
threshold to £175,000 for a 12 
month period.

Indecision since the proposal

A one year Stamp Duty 
holiday will provide some relief, 
in particular for first time 
buyers struggling in the 
current market and, hopefully, 
the Government will consider 
extending the holiday beyond 
September 2009.. 

It also provides a saving for 
people looking to get into the 
buy to let market. 

According to the Nationwide 
Monthly House Price Index, the 
average price of a home in the 
UK for the m onth of August 


was just under £165,000, which 
suggests that the move will 
benefit a significant number of 
purchasers during the next 12 
months. 

Will these government 
initiatives alone be enough to 
get things moving? 

Only time will tell, Nigel 
concludes, but with the 
mortgage market begging to 
free up as well as Lenders 
dropping their own rates 
significantly over the last two to 
three months, things are 
looking more positive than at 
anytime in the last year.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

_ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

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Nissan picks up Qash + points 



■ THE NISSAN QASHQAI+2 ... seven-seat crossover is quite a success story. 


NISSAN’S Qashqai has been 
a phenomenal success - not 
specifically a marketing 
success or a sales success or 
a UK manufacturing 
success; but a plain and 
simple success. 

It’s not just a good car to drive or 
a useful car to own, it’s an intelli¬ 
gent car in terms of its packaging 
and positioning. Drivers can 
comfortably upgrade to it from a 
regular hatchback or downgrade to 
it from a full-size SUV without find¬ 
ing the jump too hard to swallow 

Crossovers had been talked about 
as the “next big thing” but until the 
arrival of the Qashqai they hadn’t 
really made much sense. All this, 
despite the handicap of having two 
q’s and no u’s. 

It was only natural that Nissan 
would look to build on its success, 
and the obvious course of action 
was to increase its family appeal 
with extra seats. Enter the 
Qashqai+2. 

Let’s get one thing straight,

though. This is only a full-time 
seven-seater if you have two young 
children to place in the rear. 
Although fully functional seats 
with their own three-point belts, 
they sit only just above floor level, 
meaning that leg room is extremely 
sparse. Too sparse for adults. 
However, they’re still a worthy 
addition, not least because of the 
way they can be folded seamlessly 
into the floor, leaving nothing but 
highly useable boot space in their 
wake. 

Inside there’s the same degree of 
family friendliness. The new re¬ 
shaped body incorporates a larger 
rear hatch that makes accessing the 
rear easier, the boot floor 
incorporates a divide to stop 
shopping bags playing pinball, the 
middle row of seats can be slid 
forwards or backwards, door bins 
and the glovebox are large and the 
interior has a durable feel about it. 

The engines ought to be equally 
hard-wearing. At launch in the UK, 
the Qashqai+2 won’t benefit from 
the full line-up of engines available 
in the Qashqai, but two-litre petrol 
and diesel options are well suited to 
the role. Both are available with 
either a six-speed manual or six- 


speed automatic transmission - 
CVT in the case of the petrol - and 
Nissan expects a 50/50 split in sales 
between the two. 

Naturally a little more raucous 
than the petrol unit, the 2.0dCi 
engine offers similar, if slightly less 
sprightly, performance with better 
fuel economy. It doesn’t actually feel 
any slower on the road as, unlike 
the petrol, it doesn’t need to be 
revved hard to find the perfor¬ 
mance. It also works particularly 
well with the automatic gearbox, 
offering smooth acceleration, 
although it’s not the quickest to 
kick down. 

For a large seven-seater the 
Qashqai+2’s on-road performance 
is very impressive. Sharp turn-in 
and confidence inspiring stability 


are not qualities necessarily 
associated with people carriers, but 
the Qashqai+2 delivers a genuinely 
car-like driving experience. The 
ride is choppy, but doesn’t cause 
any flex in the firm chassis. 

A choice of two and four-wheel 
drive chassis are available with the 
launch engine options. The 
intelligent four-wheel drive system 
only cuts in when required and its 
slick operation means it works un¬ 
noticed for the most part. 

Basically 

A spacious and refined car to travel 
in, the Qashqai+2 further clarifies 
the crossover genre. Able to 
compete with MPVs, SUVs and 
family estates, expect it to be as big 
a success as the original.

Paris adds 


glamour to 
eco-brands 


AS car makers become 
increasingly eco- 
conscious, Volvo has 
joined the green brand 
brigade and launched 
its own take on 
efficient motoring - 
DRIVe. 

The DRIVe changes will 
feature on the C30, S40 and 
V50 models and all three 
variants will have emissions 
ratings under 120g/km 
alongside excellent fuel 
economy figures. 

The pursuit of green 
performance has seen Volvo 
take an all-round approach 
to its DRIVe cars with 
changes undertaken all over 
the cars, focusing of reduced 
drag, reduced rolling 
resistance, higher ratios and 
a more efficient drive 
system. 

Changes include a reduced 
ride height, a front and rear 
spoiler, a covered radiator 
grille, internal air-deflecting 
panels, aerodynamic wheels 
and under body panels, all of 
which improve the 
aerodynamics. Low rolling 
resistance tyres, longer 
third, forth and fifth 
gearing, improved engine 
cooling, a lower friction 
transmission oil (yes, the 
changes really are that 
intricate) and an optimum 
gear change indicator 
complete the modifications. 

The results see the C30’s 
emission figure rated at 
115g/km with a 64.2mpg 
figure on the combined cycle 
while the S40 and V50 will 
produce 118g/km and return 
62.8mpg. 

DRIVe cars will be sold 
throughout Europe with 
prices and specifications 
released at the Paris 
unveiling and closer to 
launch, with production 
starting in November. DRIVe 
models on sale in the UK in 
January. 

Continuing with the green 
brand news is Volkswagen’s 
Golf BlueMotion concept. 
VW believes the proposed 
BlueMotion changes to the 
new Golf will allow it to 


achieve a combined 74.3mpg 
while emitting just 99g/km 
of C02. 

These figures match the 
economy of the smaller Polo 
BlueMotion and show the 
development Volkswagen is 
clearly capable of in the low 
emission brand. 

The BlueMotion label was 
first attached to the Polo in 
2006 and represents the most 
efficient model in each of 
Volkswagen’s passenger car 
ranges. Since the Polo made 
its debut, BlueMotion 
versions of the Golf Mk V, 
Golf Estate, Golf Plus, Jetta, 
Touran, Passat, Passat 
Estate and Sharan have been 
launched. 

The new Golf BlueMotion 
concept is powered by a 
highly-efficient 1.6-litre TDI 
common-rail diesel engine 
developing 103bhp and 1841b 
ft of torque. Despite the 
focus on economy the Golf 
BlueMotion concept can 
complete the 0-62mph dash 
in a reasonable 11.3 seconds 
and keep going to 117mph. 

As with all BlueMotion 
models the concept adopts a 
series of changes to the 
drivetrain and 

aerodynamics in order to 
maximise the vehicle’s 
efficiency. A set of low 
rolling resistance tyres are 
joined by optimised 
aerodynamics and revised 
ratios in the five speed 
gearbox. The resulting 
combination of changes 
works to reduce load on the 
engine which, in turn, 
improves economy and 
reduces emissions. 

Even in standard non- 
BlueMotion form, the new 
Golf sets high standards. 
The entry-level diesel Golf 
will be powered by a 2.0-litre 
TDI 108bhp common-rail 
engine capable of achieving 
62mpg while emitting 
119g/km of C02. These 
figures match the economy 
of the current Golf 
BlueMotion model. The new 
Golf will go on sale in the 
UK in January next year; the 
BlueMotion model will 
follow around mid-2009.
